If he denies the reprieve, their last 
j hope will have gone glimmering and 
the murderer of Bernard J. Daugherty 
j, and Carl A. Ausmus will be hanged at 
4 o’clock this afternoon. A similar re- 
quest was denied last night by Gov. 
Small. Reached at Kankakee, he tele- 
graphed: 

“I do not feel that I can conscien- 
tiously interfere with the action of the 
court in this case.” 


All Other Pleas Fail. 

Previously Church’s attorneys had 
appealed to the state board of pardons, 
asking that a special commission be 
appointed to determine his sanity, and 
to Federal Judge George A. Carpenter 
for a writ of habeas corpus on the 
ground that Church's constitutional 
rights had been invaded because he 
was excluded from the courtroom at 
the sanity hearing. Both appeals were 
denied. 
| Judge Carpenter ruled that he was 
without power to act; that the law 
under which the hearing was held is 
@ state law, and that no federal law 
had been transgressed. He said the 
United States Supreme court at Wasb- 
ington was the only tribunal with 

er to act.

Askwith. 

Lady Rhondda’s counsel, after se- 
curing recognition of his client’s right. 
declared that the sex disqualification 
act had clearly applied to a case sim- 
ilar to the present. Therefore, he said, 
the disability having been removed, 
Lady Rhondda had the right to sit in 
the house of lords. 


Paves Way for Others. 


. The attorney general raised no ob- 
jections and Lady Rhondda’s petition 
was granted. Therefore it is believed 
that all other peeresses in their own 
right will meet with no difficulty in 
obtaining places as legislators. 

If Lady Rhondda exerts her right to 
a seat she will be the first w n 
occupy a place in the house of lords.

ONE SURFACE 


THROWS 
TRANSIT PLAN 


South Side Company Balks 
at M. 0. for System. 


The plan to get better, more, and 
rapid transit in Chicago was retarded 
yesterday. The city’s special lawyers, 
William H. Sexton, Stephen A. Foster, 
and Jerome N. Frank, reported to the 
council local transportation committee 
that “certain of the companies con- 
stituting the Chicago Surface Lines at 
present are unwilling to accept the 
principle of municipalization” of the 
transit facilities. 

It is understood that it wae the Chi- 
cago City Railway company—the south 
side lines—which stuck its foot in the 
path of progress. It was reported that 
a meeting of the directors of that com- 
pany was called for yesterday noon. 


Directors Discuss Proposal. 


One director said no formal meeting 
was held, but that several directors 
got together and discussed the sub- 
ject. He denied the company has re- 
fused any proposal of the city, and 


said the negotiations had been with | 


the Surface Lines and not with the 
south side company direct. 

But the city’s attorneys were definite 
in their statement, and added that” 
“some of the Chicago bankers who 
have been consulted are not yet satis- 
fied of their ability to finance the plan 
proposed in our report.” 

The Chicago City Railway company 
“accepted the principle of municipali-. 


zation" in its present franchise, ac-| 


cording to the aldermen. They were 
unable to explain when the company 
discarded that principle, as reported 
by lawyers—nor the reason for the re- 
ported change in attitude. f 
Here’s Proposed Plan. 

The plan for increasing transit fa- 
cilities may be summarized as follows, 
from the report of the lawyers: ll 
surface and elevated lines are to be 
consolidated and the city is to acquire 
the properties by means of public uti- 
ity certificates under ‘the municipal 
ownership act. | 

Extensions and the construction of 
subways are to be financed by the 
issuance of additional certificates, 
which would be secured by an open 
mortgage. The subways are to be con- 
structed and owned by the city: the 
cost of the beginning to be paid from 
the city’s $30,000,000 traction fund. 
These subways are to be part of one 
consolidated and cotrdinated transper- 

Board of Operation Proposed. 

It is planned to have a board of op- 
eration to take over the properties and 
run them. The fare is to be sufficient 
to pay all etpenses and fixed charges.

Prisoner Tells How 
Slayer Got Gun. 


While police officials were working 
yesterday to determine whether a sus- 
pect now under arrest in Oskaloosa, 
Ia., is “Lucky” Tommy O'Connor, ées- 
caped murderer, other developments 
brought -to® ight what is believed to be 
the of how O’Connor ob- 
tained the revolver with which he 
made his spectacular flight from the 
county jail while under sentence of 
death. ~ 

The report of the arrest of “ O’Con- 
nor” came to the detective bureay in 
a telegram from the chief of police of 
Oskaloosa.. ‘The suspect was seized 
when he alighted from the “blind 
baggage” of a passenger train on 
which he had ridden from Des Moines. 
He was nearly frozen and half dead 
with exposure, but he walked with 
the O’Connor limp, had 4 scar over his 
left eye resembling that of the slayer. 
Other marks or lack of them indicate 
he is not O’Connor. ' 

The story of how O’Connor obtained 
the revolver he used when he escaped 
was told by Emmett Kain, alias George 
Cassidy, now serving out a$100 fine in 
the house of correction for vagrancy. 
He said the weapon was taken into the 
jail concealed in his wooden leg. After 
he was inside, he said he met O’Connor, 
who was an old friend, and sold him 
the revolver for $100. 

David Strauss, formerly a guard in 
the county jail, who was indicted for 
conspiracy in connection with O’Con- 
nor’s escape, was found not guilty by 
a jury in Judge Joseph H. Fitch's 
court. Strauss was the guard who was 
tied up by O’Connor’s companions, but 
it was charged he aided in the escape.
